LONDON, Feb. 3.—Soviet forces have captured an area 
only 22 miles north of Kursk, German stronghold in south- 
ern Russia, and tonight were on the verge of trapping a huge 
Nazi army in the Caucasus below Rostov after closing one 
end of a land escape corridor and they may be moving as 


well to block a Nazi retreat by sea.

Blockbusters Blast 
German City. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—(#)—RAF 
bombers dealt a sharp, swift and

The RAF acknowledged the loss 
of five planes out of probably 
more than 100 attacking, but the 
Germans, admitting casualties and 
destruction, claimed only three 
British planes were downed. 

The Cologne raiders had hardly 
returned when a procession of 
daylight raiders swarmed over the 
channel, flying in the general di- 
rection of Calais.

an air field. Two bombers and 
eight fighters were lost, but the 
fighters destroyed three enemy 
planes.

The object of the 112th attack 
on battered Cologne was, as one 
commentator put it, to “‘make sure 
the blitzed city stays blitzed.” 

The Germans are known to 
have taken great pains to repair 
the hundreds of Cologne factories, 
of which 250 were damaged in 
the big raid of last May 30. 

Last night’s 200-ton raid, plus 
incendiary showers, was called a 
normal heavy assault which now 
has become RAF routine. 

One pilot said so many bombs 
were bursting together that he 
could not tell which were his own.

anese soldiers surrendered volun- 
tarily in response to a broadcast 
over a loudspeaker from the Amer- 
ican lines.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(4)— 
The idea of turning back the cal- 
endar and taxing 1942 individual 
incomes at the much softer rates 
of 1941 was injected today into the 


congressional study of how to pu 
collections on a current basis. Bu 
all concerned warned the taxpay 
regardiess of what 
‘happens, he must shoulder this 
year the biggest burden in Ameri- 
can history. 

The aim of the turn-back-the- 
calendar plan, it was explained, is 
to lighten 1942 taxes, so the levies 
on 1943 income can be p wee on 
a@ pay-as-you-earn system. Whether 
these lightened 1942 taxes would 
to be paid up in 1943, or 
spread over several years was not 
yet indicated. 

“Serious Consideration.” 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, laid the 
‘new plan before the committee 
'without saying whether he was 
for or against it. Thereupon, Ran- 
dolph Paul, ‘reasury general coun- 
sel, said the Treasury was giving 
“very serious consideration” to it, 
but had reached no conclusions. 

Adamantly, he contended that 


1942 taxes could not be skipped 
outright as proposed in the pay-as- 
you-go plan advanced by Beards- 
ley Ruml, chairman of the New 
York Federal Reserve Board. To 
do this,- he Said, would not only 
cause a loss of around $10,000,- 
000,000 in Treasury “assets,” Dut 
would touch off an inflationary 
spiral and probably bring wide 
spread demands for wage in- 
creases. 

In effect, the new plan discuss- 
ed today would meet part way 
the -argument of advocates of the 
Rum! plan that too great a bur- 
den would be placed on the tax- 
payer if he had to pay taxes on

The rate on 1941 income was 4 
per cent normal tax and 6 per

'1942 income.

Fight in South 


Is Intensified 


Treatment Expanded in 
Georgia, Dr. Parran 
Says in Report. 


Although, as medical officers of 
the Army and Navy pointed out 
yesterday, venereal disease infec- 
tion is proving difficult to combat 
in five cities of Georgia and other 
points in the southeast, definite 
progress is being made in the 
United States Health Service’s 
campaign to counteract those evils. 

Dr. Thomas Parran, a nationally 
known figure in medical circles, 
was called in a few years ago by 
President Roosevelt. The Presi- 
dent told him: 

“This syphilis menace is worry- 
ing. I want you to go to work 
on syphilis and clean up this coun- 
try.” 

Report of Service. 

Today, Dr. Parran is surgeon 
general of the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service and, in Atlan- 
ta, last night, he rendered a re- 
port of what his service is striv- 
ing to accomplish in this south- 
eastern area. } 

Here is a portion of his talk 
on what his agency is doing and 
has been doing—the agency that 
will be the spearhead of the real 
fight if the south and the nation 
are to be rid of the disease: 

“A good groundwork has been 
laid and results are becoming ap- 
parent. The national venereal dis- 
ease control act was passed in 
1938. Each year since then, addi- 
tional funds have translated its 
purpose into action. The $25,000,- 
000 now being spent jointly by 
federal, state, local and voluntary 
sources is being put to work on 
3.000 community fronts in every 
state,” said Dr. Parran.

It is ‘highly probable that someday the 
name of Stalingrad will take rank with those 
of the great, decisive battles of all history. 
Future historians, writing of this global war 
through which we live, will say,‘in all likelihood, 
that the heroic defense of Stalingrad marked 
the turning point in the conflict.

Absenteeism 

“There is no absenteeism in the foxholes of 
the jungles of the Pacific or the burning sands 
of Africa,” said Captain Eddie Rickenbacker 
in an address before the Los Angeles Advertis- 
ing Club.: 

The famous flyer, recently returned after his 
dramatic rescue from death on the Pacific, said 
the most flagrant abuse of American obliga- 
tions since Pearl Harbor is the perpetual slow- 
down in war industry caused by absenteeism. 
In the aircraft industry he said it exceeds 10 
per cent of the total workers and in one factory 
alone 26 per cent of the employes were absent 
from their jobs the day after Christmas. 

A certain ratio of absenteeism is inevitable 
wherever large numbers of workers are em- 
ployed. This is due to legitimate causes, such 
as sickness, injury, etc. The absenteeism which 
Rickenbacker condemns, however, is of a differ- 
ent type.. It is caused by workers, earning high 
rates of hourly pay, who leave their jobs for 
days at a time, in order to indulge themselves 
on the-money they have earned or from sheer 
laziness. , 

This sort of absence from the job is identi- 
cal with the traitorous act of the soldier who 
goes A. W. O. L. on active service in war time. 
It is a deliberate, inexcusable desertion from 
the battle line of production at a time when 
every hour lost means death for American boys 
in the fighting services, means prolongation of 
the war for all of us. 

There should be some way in which the 


loyal war worker who is doing his utmost may | 


have his working loyalty recognized and there 
should be, also, some way in which the shirker, 
the idler, the unnecessary absentee, can be 
randed so that all may know him for what 
he is. ve 
Captain Rickenbacker has a long and well- 
known record of friendship for organized labor, 
When he, then, ent that chronic, unneces- 
sary absentees should be sent to the front lines 
of battle in exchange for soldiers, brought home 
to replace them on the production lines, his 
words should be seriously and understandingly 
studied by all war workers.

Faulty Thinking 

Westbrook Pegler, in his “Fair Enough” 
column of Monday last, argued that the “four 
freedoms,” outlined in the Atlantic charter 
constitute nothing but deceptive propaganda. 
He contends that, to make these freedoms ef- 
fective all over the world, the United States 
would have to conquer the whole world, in- 
cluding Russia, and enforce its own way of life 
on all other peoples. 


Pegler’s facile pen presents, as to be ex- 
pected, a specious, even though fallacious argu- 
ment. 


The mistake he makes, whether intentional 
or not, is fundamental. He assumes that the 
Atlantic charter involves enforcement of its 
principles by the United Nations, led by this 
country. In point of fact no such assumption 
is warranted. The Atlantic charter holds up 
to the oppressed peoples of the world an ideal 
condition of human life. Defeat of the Axis 
will open the road to realization of that ideal, 
for those nations which wish to follow the 
road. 


That is all. There is no question, nor any 
inference, that this country, or any other, will 
attempt to enforce such an ideal, or any other 
way of life, upon any nation. Each has the 
right, just as we have ourselves, to choose the 
conditions under which it shall live, to select 
the method of government it prefers, to con- 
trol its own internal affairs without moles- 
tation from the outside. 


All the Atlantic charter promises is the 
destruction of that force used by the Axis na- 
tions for aggression against peaceful neigh- 
bors. Thus the freedom from fear of attack 
by outside aggressors will be removed. The 
other freedoms must be achieved, internally, 
by each nation for itself. The only aid we can, 
or ever intend, to give is economic aid, through 
freer world commerce, through just access to 
natural resources, which wWl help all nations 
to free their own people of the specter of 
want. 

As to Russia, which Pegler assumes will be 
a menace to all the world, after the Axis is 
crushed, the Soviet republics have never given 
any evidence to warrant the assumption they 
have aggressive designs against any other na- 
tion. They have enough to do in developing 
their own resources, in upbuilding their own 
vast lands, to keep them busy for generations 
to come without indulging in aggressive war 
against others. The Russian people are a 
home-loving people; they have demonstrated 
that by the heroism with which they have de- 
fended their lands against the invader and 


despofter. . 

Whatever the nature of present day Rus- 
sia’s Communism—and we know it has uncder- 
gone vast changes in recen’ years—the in- 
ternal affairs of Russia are the business of 
Russians only. They, too, can run their own 
affairs without fear‘of our interference. 


There was never any inference in the At- 
lantic- charter that this country intended to 
enforce its provisions on any other country. 
All we seek to do is to open the door to those 
freedoms for those nations which wish to en- 
ter. We shall never attempt to force unwilling 
ones through that door. 


It is the Axis, by its unwarranted aggression 
upon weaker nations, by its repeated viola- 
tions of world peace, that today holds the door 
to the four freedoms closed. Only by utterly 
crushing that Axis can we once again open the 
door and hold hope it shall remain open for 
the generations to come.

AVOID THIS MESS a

The age-old question of prohibition has 
bobbed up again in the Georgia legislature. A 
bill has been introduced that would forbid the 
sale of liquor in the state.

HITLER’S GROWING FEAR WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Dip- 


lomatic observers see evidence 
of weakening on the German home front in Hitler’s tenth anniver- 


‘sary proclamation broadcast from Berlin last week. 


Throughout the proclamation the ghost of the Kaiser’s flight 
from Germany at the end of the last war 
seemed to be haunting Hitler. He seemed to 
be .attempting to bolster up German morale 
against any breakdown which would necessi- 
tate a repetition of that performance. 

. Looking for the motives that prompted the 
Fuehrer to harp again on the “historic swin- 
dle” theme, as he describes the Woodrow Wil- 
son 14 points, diplomats believe he was guided 
by a mounting fear that he will be overtaken 

by the same fate that befell the Kaiser. 
Otherwise, it is difficult to understand why 
he should keep repeating the theme. It has 
been a prominent part of practically every pub- 
lic statement he has made in recent months. 
It is an old, old story in Germany—the one 
he exploited chiefly in his rise to power ten 

years ago. 

Hitler again dwells on his famous three 
phases of the last war. First, the “Wilson 
swindle,” which he says was the basis for the German people laying 
down their arms.

This time there will be no Holland for him to flee to as the 
Kaiser did. Well he knows we are determined to seek him out 
wherever he goes. Germany, therefore, is his last refuge. When 
she is defeated, or when .the people finally turn on him, disgusted 
with his false intuitions, there will be no escape. 

Our diplomats say Hitler must be thinking of this possibility 
an awful lot just now to continually harp on the old theme. The 
startling events in Russia and North Afriea, presaging worse things 
to come, must be weighing on his mind. 

As usual, however, Hitler has grossly misrepresented the facts 
in attributing Germany’s downfall in the last war to the “swindle”

The German army was a defeated and demoralized organiza- 
tion when the end came in 1918. It was still fighting on French 
soil, but its force had been spent. It was like a prize fighter out 
on his feet. 

Authorities for this statement are none other than Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg and General Ludendorf, the two prime Ger- 
man military figures in the war. Both admitted in their subsequent 
memoirs that, after the Allies withstood the last German assault, 
the Kaiser’s army was a defeated and dejected lot. 

There was not an ounce of fighting spirit left in it. The way 
to Berlin was wide open. No one knew this better than the German 
generals. When they met with Foch to discuss terms of the armi- 
stice they yielded completely to his demands for unconditional 
surrender.

SOCIAL HYGIENE Recently one of the members of a selective 


service board of which I am a member 
became ill, and it was necessary to make an addition to the board. 

The board is in one of the better neighborhoods of Atlanta, 

one long-established. 

This new member was shocked, on a job which required work- 
ing through the remedial class I men, to find 
how large was the percentage of syphilis. 

We members who began on the job more 
than two years ago were shocked at the time, 
as the blood tests came back, to learn how 

. many suffered from that insidious disease 

No one knows how many persons are kill 
by syphilis. It is called “The Great Imitator,” 
because it can, and does, imitate almost every 


known ni ree 


It can’ bring about heart trouble, rheuma- 
tism, bone diseases, mental breakdowns, pa- 
ralysis, eye trouble, diseases of the lung—al- 
most any such trouble can be caused directly 
by old syphilitic infections long in the blood- 
stream, and therefore long in the whole body. 

Syphilis certainly kills and cripples more 
persons than infantile paralysis, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, pneumonia or influenza. Indeed, 
it kills and cripples more than all those diseases 

put together. 
We will quarantine a case of smallpox or scarlet fever. 
They are nothing as compared with syphilis, and the carrier of 
syphilis spreads the disease almost as readily. If he, or she, is 
in the secondary stage of the disease, as thousands are, it may be 
spread by drinking cups, handshakes, or any of the usual methods 
peculiar to infectious diseases. 


DEPRESSING FIGURES Various P.-T. A. organizations in 


Atlanta, as in other cities, have 
learned, to their horror and despair, what law officers knew long 
ago—that children of 14 are actively engaged in prostitution and 
are, in some cases, in attendance at their schools. 

The social workers know that the war has raised the percent- 
ages Of juvenile delinquency to the usual high levels attained in 
time of war. 

They also point out that the worst “carrier” of social diseases 
would present this composite picture—a girl of 16 or 17—without 
much background of family care or education; free to come and 
go as she pleases, attending parties in the juke joints on the out- 
skirts of every city.

Apparently it is man’s nature to work. Like other animals. he 
hunts or fishes or does some modern chore equivalent to these 
because he is driven by necessity. But, unlike other animals. he 
uses his leisure for other work that could be avoided. All of the 
arts and s®iences and all human progress attest that man loves 
creative work for its own sake. 

Since we are creatures of habit, one who is not taught to work 
can adjust himself to idleness. But the normal man has surplus 
energies that need an outlet; his hands easily develop skills which 
gratify his ego; and useful work—not drudgery—is a pleasure that 
becomes necessary to his contentment after he learns to do it. 

Primitive man had no choice but to work or starve: in a civilized 
society, one who will not work or starve must beg or steal or 
otherwise prey upon his neighbors. 

It follows, then, that a youth who is not taught the virtue and 
pleasure of industry is virtually invited to become a leech and 
somehow live at the expense of others. If he does not work, and is 
oe fed by charity, it can be taken for granted that he steals his 
iving. 

His parents should teach him to work. If they do not, and 
“freedom” protects him from training by the state, the public will 
have him to support in one way or another. 

A labor racketeer, who is now in court for his sins, is a typical 
example of the corruption wrought by idleness. He was not re- 
quired to attend school beyond the elementary grades; he was per- 
mitted to loaf on the street instead of getting a job: he learned to 
expect regular food without earning it. Before he was 20 he had 
been arrested three times for theft and three times paroled. There- 
after he became a kind of professional hoodlum, getting his board 
and clothes by doing the obscure dirty work of corrupt men who 
ranked high in crime or politics or labor. 

His career could have been foreseen by anybody who knew his 
environment and his determined aversion to work. 

There can be no two ways about it. If they won't work or beg, 
they must be crooks. And society encourages the development of 
crooks when it refuses to assume the responsibility of teaching them

3. Ninety per cent or more of the meals served during Decem- 
ber, 1942, were served to persons who lived on the premises for 
seven —— days or longer, and received eight or more meals 
per Week.

Are Further Explained | 


Those establishments which fulfill all these requirements will 
be required to obtain food through use of the ration books of those 
served. Other institutions may operate under this plan if they de- 
sire, but may also register for point allotment certificates and do 
their shopping this way instead. 

More questions about the new regulations concerning milk de 
liveries continue to come to the Ration Counter. R. P. Bomar, of 
Palmetto, writes to know if he comes under the terms of the reg- 
ulations. He owns his small dairy herd and sells directly to his 
customers, delivering to their homes. 

According to the Food Distribution Admin- 
istration, he may deliver milk in containers no 
smaller than quarts.

Batch of Local 
Bills Is Signed 
By Gov. Arnall 


Cobb County Measure 
Creates Planning and 
Zoning Body. 


Governor Ellis Arnall yesterday 
had written into law the first local 
bills passed at the 1943 session of 
the Georgia legislature. 

He approved creation of a Zon- 
ing and planning commission for 
Cobb county; pegging the maxi- 
rhum salary of the commissioner of 
Cobb county at $6,000 a year; au- 
thorizing the Dougherty county 
commission to levy business li- 
censes against businesses operating 
in unincorporated areas of Dough- 
erty, and establishment of a city 
court for Clinch county. =: 

The house and senate completed 
action on a proposal that Rockdale 
county pay the premiums on bonds 
for the sheriff, tax collector, clerk 
of superior court and ordinary, and 
sent it to the Governor for his 
sanction. 

Local Bills Puss. 

A dozen local bills were passed 
by the house and sent to the sen- 
ate: 

Barring commissioners of Glas- 
cock county from other employ- 
ments, requirin,s the county to ad- 
vertise for bids on all purchases 
in excess of $100 and barring em- 
ployment of relatives of commis- 
sioners in county jobs. A com- 
panion bill provided for election 
of a commission composed of three 
members in November, 1944, and 
fixed their salaries. 

Four bills for Clayton county: 
Repealing an old zoning act; em- 
powering the co sioners to 
levy a tax to pay theSalary of the 
county tax commiSsioner and 
clerk; repealing the present five- 
man cOmmission, and another pro- 
viding for election of a single com- 
missioner to serve four years at a 
salary of $1,600 a year and a $400 
annual expense account. 

Three Appling county proposals: 
Abolishing the act consolidating 
the offices of tax receiver and tax 
collector; repealing an act estab- 
lishing a single county commis- 
sioner, and another to create a 
board of five commissioners to 
serve four-vear terms. 

Elbert Measures. 

Two Elbert county measures: 
Raising the salary of the commis- 
sion clerk from $840 to $1,200 a 
year, and the salary of the com- 
missioner from $1,800 to $2,400 an- 
nually. 

Amending laws affecting county 
commissioners from Pierce county 
so the chairman of the board of 
commissioners will receive not 
more. than $3,000 a year with an 
allowance of five cents a mile for 
county business. Other commis- 
sioners to receive $120 a month 
salary and $6 a day for time ac- 
tually served, and a five-cent-a- 
mile allowance for travel done in 
the interest of the county.
